FAIRBANKS, Alaska, 
(UPI) 
—Four cities where yesterday’s 
violent earthquake hit the hard­ 
est: 


—ANC HORACE: 
Witnesses 
said the streets 
rippled 
like 
ocean waves when the 
quake 
struck and left gaping holes as 
much as four feet wide. Down­ 
town buildings and homes col­ 
lapsed and seven blocks in a 
central section were alm ost to­ 
tally "gone.” In the turnagain 
residential section of the city, 
50 homes were reported shaken 
from their foundations and ly­ 
ing crum pled at the bottom of 
a cliff. Six were known dead 
but that was expected to be 
only a beginning of the fatality 
count. 


—VALDEZ: This fishing vil­ 
lage on the gulf of Alaska was 
reported lying in ruins, the ta r­ 
get of at least two of the big­ 
gest tidal waves that followed 
the quake. The 
town’s 
dock 
splintered with the shock of the 
quake, then caught fire when 
an oil tanker burst into .'almes. 
Then when 
the 
tidal waves 
struck, w itnesses reported, long­ 
shoremen and others on 
the 
docks were swept into the sea. 
Two were known dead but 29 
in all w ere pesumed drowned. 


—KODIAK: “ The whole town 
is com pletely disabled.

FAIRBANKS, Alaska (UPI)—Fit® and tidal waves 
ravaged Alaskan cities Im la y iii the wake of Friday 
night’s violent earthquake, one of tile most powerful 
ever recorded. 


The office of Gov. William A. Egan in Juneau said 
estimates of dead ranged from 50 to 300. 


Official estimates — Admittedly based on skimpy 
information — said the death toll might be as high 
as 600. 


The rumbling temblor jolted the state at 5:45 
p.m. 10:43 p.m. EST while shoppers still crowded 
Anchorage stores. 


In Anchorage streets rippled like ocean waves, 
business buildings and homes collapsed and thousands 
of persons fled outside in freezing weather. 
Smaller shocks continued today while fires blazed 
in coastal cities struck by tidal waves. 
. 


Tidal waves also sped thousands of miles to Hawaii 
and Japan, to the mainland West Coast as far as South­ 
ern California, and into the Gulf of Mexico. 


Egan asked President Lyndon Johnson to declare 
Alaska a disaster area and said damage might amount 
to $250 million. 


The President was awakened at Johnson City, 
Tex., to be informed of the quake and asked aides to 
keep him up to date. 
Anchorage Hardest Hit 


Anchorage, Alaska’s largest city with a population 
of about 1(X),OOO, was hardest hit along with coastal 
towns. Fairbanks in the interior was shaken but had 
little or no damage.
